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CITY FIGHTING IN 
THE YORK CASE 


CitySolicitor Bown Arguing Strongly 
in Appeal Which Means ¢23,000 
to the City. 


The attention of the Supreme Court 
eh bance was occupied for a consid 
erable time Thursday afternoon and 
this morning with hearing the argu- 
ments in the appeal of the city of Nd- 
monten against the decision of Mr, 
Justice Stuart in the ease of A. York 
vs. the city. City Solicitor Bown ap- 
peared on behalf of the city in sup- 
port of the appeal and J. k. Wall 
bridge argued the ease for Archibald 
York, the plaintiff and respondent. 
The arguments were heard by His 
Lordship Chief Justice Sifton, Mr. 
Justice Harvey and Mr, Justice Beck. 
Decision in the,case has been. re- 
served, 

City Solicitor Bown in arguing the 
case quoted from the city chgrter to 
show the authority which the city had 
to impose a tax on land, business, in- 
come, ete., and to impose a license 
iee, The Likuor License Ordinance 
gave the city the meht to levy en 
amount on hotels equal to the amount 
of the territorial duty. The law  pro- 
vides that the applicant for a license 
must produce a receipt from the city 
for this sum before a license i$ grant 
ed by the government. The question 
at issue was whether this amount re- 
quired by the city. was for the same 
business as that for which Mit York 
was assessed in his hotel. Mr. Bown 
claimed that what wa licensed by the 
government was not the hotel busi- 
ness, but a special privilege, the right 
to sell liquor. 

“You would not suggest,’ ‘remarked 
His Lordship Mr. Justice Harney 
With a smile, ‘that the selling of -i- 
quor is not a business. In the major- 
ity of cases it is the principal business 
of hotels and all other business is sub- 
ordinate to it,” 

MY, Bown argued that while it was 
quite true that the city could not li- 
cense and assess the same business, in 
this case they were making a floor 
space assessment for the hotel busi- 
ness and could also impose a special 
duty in respect to the sale of liquor 
as provided for by law, 

A Novel Situation. 

Mr, Justice Harvey—‘It would be 
rather a nevel situation if the court 
decided that hotel men do not have 
to pay this amount to the municipal- 
ity. The law provides that the appli- 
cant for a license must show a -e- 
ceipt from the municipality for the 
amount required by by-law, before he 
ean secure his license. In that event 
he would first have to pay the city, 
secure his receipt, preseut it together 
with his license fee and secure a li 
cense, and ther, take action to recover 
the amount pidd the city.” 

Mr. Brown wet on to show that 
in the old days liquor was sold by 
innkeepers purely as a business and 
not as a spevial privilege. 


“Good food and good drink went 
together as a matter of course in} 
those days,” remarked Mr, Justice 


Beck. 

“Now the business of selling liquor 
is a special privilege,’’ continued the 
city solicitor. “There are some com- 
mon hotels in the province which do 
not have a license to sell liquer and 
yet they are hotels, not mere board- 
ing houses.’’ 


“There are,’ said Mr. Justice Har- 
vey, “but some of them are very 
common hotels for I've stopped 
there.” 


Mr. Brown concluded his arguments 
by emphasizing the fact that the city 
does not license hotels but merely 
collects a duty under the provisions 
of the Liquor . License ordaniance. 
They were, therefore 10t- assessing 
and licensing the same business. 

The burden of Mr, Wallbridge’s ar- 
gument was that the city Wis asset 
sing the floor space of this hotel and 
was also attempting to impose a lic- 
ence fee. He claimed thet this was 
against the provision of the city ehar- 
ter which said, “No person who is 
assesed in repect of any business 
hall be compelled to pay a license fee 
for the same business.” Mr. Wall- 
bridge argued that the $400 which 
the city was collecting from the hotels 
was a license fee.

Mr. Justice Harvey—‘‘Calling it a 
license fee doesn't make it one, This 
is like the small boys conumdrium. 
If pou call a cow's tuil a leg how 
many legs will a cow have? You un- 


swer five. But calling ac yw’s tail 
a leg doesn’t muke it one 
Mr. Wallbridge ulso advanced the 


argument that the assessor could not 
divide up the hotel licensing pne part 
of it and assessiug the remainder. 
Hi sargument along this line was re- 
futed, however, by the fact that cases 
have arisen where part of a business 


was assesed ‘bv floor pace and the 
remainder wa licensed 
In conclusion he asked the court, 


if thev decided that the city had the 
right to impose this license fee, to 
refund to the respondent the amount 
paid to the city over $400, which the 
law said was the maximum amount 
which might be eolleeted by the city 

In the present instance $294 extra 
was paid in the case of the one hotel 
and $514 extra in the case of the} 
other, This request will be consider- 
ed although the court was of the opin- 


ion that the plaintiffs could not sue 
for one thing and recover another 
Prince Rupert Empire Sold.

YEAR'S DEFICIT 
1S $150,000,000 


U. S. Government’s Expenditures 
Fo: Fiscai Year Enormously 
Exceed Receipts. 


Washington, D. C., March. 6—The 
Sixtieth Congress came to an end to- 
day at noon, and it glided into the 
past so imperceptibly that the change 
was seareely noticeable. Chairman 
Tawney, of the appropriations com- 
mittee, in the House declared that the 
expenditures of the government dur- 
ing the last eight years, including the 
fiscal year 1910, were equal to 
$7,007,839,183, and he declared at the 
end of the present fiscal year there 
will be a deficit of $150,000,000. He 
severely criticized the Executive 
Branch for submitting estimates of 
expenditures far in excess of the es- 
timates of receipts. He placed the ap- 
propriations of the expiring adminis- 
tration at $1,044,014 298. 


THE ELEVATOR QUESTION. 


Onus of Acquiring Internal Elevators 
Does Not Rest With Dominion 
Government. 


Winnipeg, Man., March 5.—Govern- 
ment ownership of interior elevators 
was the subject that Was most promi- 
nent in yesterday's sitting of the Man- 
itoba legislature. The premier spoke 
at length upon his resolution placing 
the onus of taking the initiative on 
the Dominion government. Little 
more was done by the premier than to 
review in a general way the pro- 
nouncement of the three premiers 
claiming that under the present con- 
stitution the provinces wete unable 
to provide for a monopoly in the stor- 
age of wheat. The farmers were 4s- 
sured that the government and legis- 
lature of Manitoba were in fullest 
sympathy with any legislation and 
constitutional movement they might 
set on foot for bettering their condi 
tion.

FANCO-CANADIAN TREATY. 


Committee of Senate Recommends Its 


Ratification by Government. 


Canadian Associated Press. 

Paris, March 4—The customs commit 
tee of the Senate met this afternoon in 
order to consider the repord of the eub- 


committee appointed to examine the 
Franco-Canadian treaty. It will be re- 
membered that when the additional 


agreement submited for signature to the 
customs committees appointed a sub-com- 
mittee to examine the treaty before ad- 
ditional agreement was finally signed. 
The committee had shown its opposition 
to the treaty by postponing the discus- 
sion thereof indefinitely, The report 
read the afternoon by Mons. Trouilllot, 
former minister of commerce, generally 
favors the ratification of the treaty but 
contains certain reservations. The com- 
inittee, after hearing the reports, decid- 
ed to act in aceordane with the opinions 
expressed in it and delegated Viger to 
arrang with th ministry for a discussion 
of the treaty.

Leader of Opposition Addresses His 
Followers at Dinner Given in 
His Honor.

Ottawa, Mar, 5—Conservative mem- 
bers of the House of Commons and of 
the Senate last night tendered. a din- 
ner to the Conservative leader, in the 
parliamentary restaurant; whieh con- 
cluded at 1 o'clock this morning. The 
chairman in a brief speech described 
Mr. R. L, Borden as “a leader worthy 
of the confidence of the great Liberal- 
Conservative party,”’ and “a true cue- 
todian of the old traditions of the 
party.”

Wall Street Journal Discusses Possi. 
bilities Behind Purchase of Wiscon- 
sin Central—May Give Country a 
Third Route Across the Continent.— 
Plans Are Agéressive. 


New York, Matgh &—The Wall Street 
Journal says tod ‘ 

The scene of the. greatest activity on 
the railroad map today lies in the north- 
west country. In this situation the Can- 
adian Pacific railroad is playing the 
Wading part. Its aggressive President 
and its Board of Managers already have 
obtained two transcontinental routes; a 
third is in the bid, to wit, via the Soo 
Canal and Duluth, South Shore & At- 
lantic road to Duluth, and thence over 
the Soo lines to the twin cities and the 
Pacific coast. 

And there is the fourth, a possibility, 
perhaps of greater moment than all the 
rest, Will the Canadian Pacific attempt 
to buy all or a part of the Pere Mar- 
quette? As may generally be known, the 
Canadian Pacific has a water-grade line 
from ‘Montreal down along the St. Law- 
rene, along the Laké of Ontario and 
Brie to Detroit. 


By purehasing control of the Pere 
Marquette (or a pertion of it in case 
thatvone is dismembered) its lines from 
Montreal to Detroit. could be extended 
to Chicago, and thence over the Wis- 
consin Central and the Soo.P.R. route 
into Spokane and Portland or other 
north Pacific points, , 


Possititities of Development. 

The purchase of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral by the Canadian Pacific people is 
fraught with tremendous possibilities of 
development. ‘The most active adversary 
of the, Canadian Pacific north of its 
maj transcontineptal.line is the Cana- 
dian Northern, backed by those forceful, 
aggressive and financially well-backed 
men, Mesérs. Mackenzie and Mann. They 
appear to,have no lack of resources, and 
their lines are spreading out in all di- 
Yections throughout that empire which 
used to be called the Northwest Terri- 
tories. 

Then, again, the Canadian Pacific has 
also to contend with the Grand Trunk 
Pacific, Of conrse, the habit is to dub 
this latter road a joke. Yet the Cana. 
dian Pacific itself was looked upon as a 
disastrous undertaking while it was un- 
der construction, and this, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that it had a 25,000,000 acre 
land grant from the Canadian govern- 
ment, $25,000,000 cash bounty, together 
With: other sundry bounties. 

The Grand Trunk Pacific is also well 
subsidjged. All the force of the Can- 
adian government and Sir Wilfrid Laur. 
ier are back of the enterprise. Its ill- 


fon, and to Nritich Coluvibia is the short 
est of all routs betWeen the points in 
question. Just as 4, Canadian Pacific 
lite from the Twih Cities to Portland is 
the shortest today. 

What will be the result of this policy 
of aggression on the part of the Canadian 
Pacific is somewhat of a question. Much 
will depend on how far it goes. Certain 
it is, chet the plans of the Canadian Pa- 
cifie have been laid ont with extreme 
shrewdness, equally certain is f that they 
have been executed with a facility and 
@tse Whith Must excite admiration: 

Hut in the meantiogs there ave some 
agetesive and able railroad men who 
linve large interests in that country in 
which the Canadian Pacific has been very 
active, There is a line beyond Which the 
Canadian Pacific cannot pass with impun- 
ity, And there is every reason to believe 
that the diplomat who has already shown 
his shrewdness of design and facility of 
exeeution will know that line when. be 
sees it, and not venture berond it. 


THE NATIONAL RAILWAY. 


On the Portion Running 


Through Quebec. 


Quebee, March 3.—Mr,. A. E. Doucot, 
district engineer of the Transcontinental 
Railway, speaking of the progress made 
on the construction work under his con- 
trol, which comprises one hundred and 
ten miles, today stated that the “work 
is progressing under very favorable cir- 
cumstances, Of course, wnder present 
winter conditions, the building of rail- 
ways in Canada has drawbacks, neverthe- 
less six thousand men were employed on 
the construction, and this army of work- 
men would be enlarged just as soon as 
the spring weather will permit, ‘The 
stretch of road under bis supervision 
fans from the New Brunswick boundary 
line as far as the Quebec bridge site at 
Levis and from Cap Rouge on the Que-

bee side of the River St. Lawrence, cne 
hundred and seven miles west to the 
Woeyimontachene River, and the St. Mau- 


rice. . Referring to the . construction, work 
on ths north shére, Wr. Doucet said that 
the grading was completed, and the rails 
were laid from Cap Ronge to -Portnout 
River; where there was a gap of about 
twelve miles, whidh would necessitite 
the uso of a steam shovel. The road thin 
runs uniaterruptéedly for a distarice of 
68 miles, which stretch is graded | and 
tracked, and the next break is at the MCs 
lieu River, over which a bridge is being 
constructed by the Dominion Bride 
Conipany of Montreal. The span is 3,060 
feet in length, while the height of the 
constraction is 175 feet. The work is pro: 
gressing rapidly and wall be completed 
by the month of May next. 

On the west side of the Milieu River 
tho road is completed and extends for 
another 48 miles, as far as the Vermil- 
lion River, on the St. Maurice, where the 
end of the steel is now, but during the 
winter supplies are being hauled 
for 71 miles further, which portion of the 
Jine is boing: prepared for grading.

At the beginning of 
the last hour cautious selling made its 
appearance and this increased in volume 
and presistency, until just at «he close 
a wave of selling ordera broke down 
prices in all directions. The number of 
shaves sold today was 454,673 against 289,. 
991 a year ago. The par value of the 
bonds sold today was $2,585,000, against 
$1,521,000 a year ago.

That the distribution of stock on 
the basis proposed is a very substan- 
tial. bonus to the shercholders is virtu- 
ally admitted by the railway, and it 
lefends its action on various grounds, 
One is, that these periodical disturb- 
inces of profit tend to keep the 
C.P.R. stock at an abnormal height, 
which in turn helps to maintain 
Canadian credit upon the markets of 
the world, The Financial Post of 
Toronto, which is an able exponent 
f corporation opinion, says that 
this practice of the C.P.R. keeps the 
stock at least thirty points higher 
than it would be if the shareholders 
seeived only the ordinary declared 
dividends. 

This is doubtless an accurate state- 
ment. We are not at all sure, how- 
ever, that the general publie—the 
people, whose money, paid in pas- 
senger and freight rates, makes up 
the handsome profits of the railway 
system, will consider it an unmixed 
good to the community that the C.P.- 
R. is enabled by this device to,in- 
crease the profits of its shareholders 
far beyond the dividend rate as an- 
nounced to the publie by ita diree- 
tors. Astonishing though it may seem 
) this corporation, which has come 
to regard itself as the maker ,builder 
and sustainer of Canada, the ytow 
are beginning to feel that the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway is levying an 
eutirely undue rate of taxation upon 
those who are obliged to avail them- 
selves of its services; and every melon- 
cutting which it indulges in from 
this time forward will confirm them 
in their belief that it is high time 
pressure should be applied to compel 
it to share eome of its good fortune 
with the public by a reduction in its 
carrying rates.
